THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE. 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Milford,  in  the  Qounty 
of  Hillsborough^  in  said  state^  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house 
in  said  Milford  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make 
appropriation  for  the  same. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  all  town  officers,  agents 
and  committees,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

4.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  in  relation 
to  the  management  of  its  water  works,  the  extensions 
and  improvements  thereof,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto.  , 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  employ  a  night 
watchman. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
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raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building  and  repairing  of 
highways,  bridges  and  sidewalks  ;  the  support  of  the  fire 
department ;  for  the  support  of  the  schools  ;  the  lighting 
of  the  streets  and  town  house  ;  for  town  house  repairs  ; 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  free  library  ;  the  construction 
and  repairs  of  sewers;  the  proper  observance  of  Memor- 
ial day  ;  for  the  employment  of  a  night  watchman. 

7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  better  the  sanitary  conditions  of 
the  school  house,  (near  B.  and  M.  depot),  formerly  be- 
longing to  school  district  No.  9. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the 
highway  leading  from  Nashua  street  into  Riverside 
cemetery. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
furnishing  water  for  street  sprinkling. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  sell  and  deed  all  the  rights  and  interest  the  town 
may  have  in  the  Amherst  street  reservoir,  conveyed  to 
the  town  by  deed  dated  May  13,  1887,  and  recorded  in 
volume  489,  page  199,  Hillsborough  county  registry.

Selectmen  of  Milford, 
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Report  of  Selectmen. 


Another  year,  the  one  hundred  and  ninth  of  our  mu- 
nicipal life,  has  passed  and  the  best  citizenship  requires 
under  our  'system  of  "Little  Republics"  that  the  people 
consider  for  a  while  those  questions  that  are  vital  to  the 
well-being  of  the  community  in  which  they  live.  The 
present  age  demands  progress ;  new  methods  take  the 
place  of  the  old,  which,  in  many  cases,  have  become  obso- 
lete. We  now  require  Uncle  Sam  to  deliver  our  mail  at 
our  doors  every  day,  even  if  we  live  five  miles  from  the 
post-office.  Formerly,  one  meeting  a  month  of  the  select- 
men was  sufficient  to  transact  all  the  town's  business. 
Now  the  entire  board  must  be  together  every  week,  and 
one  member  is  expected  to  be  accessible  at  all  hours  of 
the  day  or  night. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  public  high- 
ways is  emiaently  a  matter  of  the  first  and  highest  impor- 
tance, and  in  no  department  are  new  methods  being  ad- 
vanced more  than  in  this.  It  would  seem  that  our  state 
is  about  to  aid  the  towns  in  the  construction  of  their  main 
thoroughfares,  and  if  we  desire  such  aid  it  would  be  an 
act  of  wisdom  to  get  into  position  to  be  among  the  first  to 
receive  it.  The  highway  from  Nashua  through  our  village 
and  up  the  Souhegan  valley  to  New  Ipswich,  and  possibly 
beyond,  would  be  one  of  the  important  state  roads  in 
southern  New  Hampshire,  and  certainly  the  one  we  should 
be  most  interested  in. 

That  we  shall  ever  receive  aid  in  the  building  of  our  side 
streets  is  not  to  be  expected.  The  expressions  of  approval 
of  our  course  in  laying  a  short  strip  of  macadam  on  Union 
street  a  year  ago,  and  the  decision  to  buy  a  stone  crushing 
plant  encouraged  us  to  construct  a  still  longer  strip  on 
South  street.  For  the  detailed  cost  of  this  you  are  referred 
to  the  highway  agent's   report.    Owning  our  teams  and 
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machinery  as  we  do,  and  with  plenty  of  stone  accessible, 
we  can  build  this  kind  of  road  at  a  far  less  cost  than  many 
towns.  We  recommend  that  a  larger  amount  of  money  be 
appropriated  than  the  laws  require  that  this  work  may  be 
continued  and  that  not  by  the  neglect  of  the  country 
roads.  We  have  been  in  correspondence  with  the  engineer 
of  the  state  highway  commission  in  regard  to  having  the 
map  required  by  them  made,  and  we  find  that  the  map 
made  for  the  town  history  will  do  by  having  the  main 
highways  resurveyed,  which  could  be  done  at  a  small  cost. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

During  the  past  summer  the  ownership  of  our  electric 
light  plant  is  supposed  to  have  changed,  and  the  new  man- 
agement assures  us  that  with  the  installation  of  more 
power  and  a  more  equable  scale  of  prices  they  will  be  in  a 
position  to  give  us  improved  service. 

With  the  increased  appropriation  made  last  year  we 
have  added  eight  new  lights  on  the  out-skirts  of  the  village 
and  have  installed  three  arc  lights  around  the  square,  which 
are  giving  good  satisfaction,  and  after  dark  gives  the  cen- 
ter of  the  village  an  up-to-date  appearance. 

SEWERS. 

Considering  the  large  outlay  for  sewers  the  previous 
year,  and  the  fact  that  the  main  drains  reached  nearly  all 
the  thickly  populated  portions  of  the  village,  we  did  not 
intend  to  build  any  sewers  this  year,  but  the  condition 
that  existed  on  Prospect  street  was  strongly  impressed  up- 
on our  attention,  and  upon  the  offer  of  the  owners  of  the 
Gilson  property  to  pay  ^250.00  toward  the  expense,  we  laid 
1,231  feet  of  eight-inch  pipe  on  Dane  and  Prospect  streets. 
Prospect  street  has  always  been  a  bad  one  to  keep  in  repair 
owing  to  the  large  amount  of  water  that  finds  its  way  into 
it,  but  with  the  five  catch  basins  just  connected  with  the 
sewer  we  expect  to  save  the  washing  of  the  road. 

The  surface  water  from  the  hill  at  B.  R.  Game's  runs 
down  the  street  until  it  finds  a  depression  in  the  level  of 
the  land  in  front  of  Caldarara's  store  where  it  is  often,  in 
times  of  flood,  from  18  in.  to  2  ft.  deep,  with  no  present 
means  of  draining  it  off. 

Shepard  street,  that  runs  past  the  school  house,  was 
laid  out  to  the  river,  and  a  12-inch  main  should  be  put  in 
there.     The  distance  would  be  806  ft.    Were  it  not  for 
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the  fact  that  a  survey  shows  that  tlie  land  on  the  crest  of 
the  river  bank  is  from  four  to  five  feet  higher  than  Nashua 
street  the  water  could  be  carried  to  the  river  in  the  street 
gutters. 

TANNERY  SEWKR. 

Previous  to  1886  the  condition  of  the  drainage  from 
the  tarinery  property  was  a  source  of  annoyance  to  the 
people  living  in  that  vicinity,  as  all  the  liquids  of  every 
nature  flowed  to  the  river  through  the  natural  brook. 

After  consideration  of  the  subject  for  some  time  it  was 
decidedthatif  a  sewer  was  constructed  with  a  settling  tank 
provided  with  a  gate  to  be  opened  after  the  hair  and  other 
sediment  had  separated  itself  from  the  water,  would  in  a 
great  measure  remedy  the  existing  conditions. 

The  selectmen  employed  Mr.  Henry  F.  Richmond  of 
Nashua  to  make  survey  and  plan  of  the  contemplated 
sewer  in  1886,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  1887  the  mat- 
ter was  discussed,  and  it  was  voted  to  construct  the 
sewer,  and  the  sum  of  ;^i,ooo  was  appropriated  for  the 
same.  A  contract  was  made  on  June  6  of  that  year  with 
Mr.  Levi  H.  Carter  to  do  the  work  for  the  sum  of  ^750. 
The  sewer  was  to  be  680  ft.  long  with  an  average  depth  of 
9  1-4  ft.  The  pipe  was  to  be  8-inch  for  the  first  560  ft. 
and  then  lo-inch  to  the  river.  The  small  size  of  the  pipe, 
and  the  nature  of  the  material  run  through  it  has  always 
required  the  most  constant  care  and  attention.  In  Dec- 
ember, 1902,  there  was  an  obstruction  near  the  lower  end 
and  we  had  Mr.  Taylor  open  the  pipe  and  remove  it,  and 
for  a  year  it  was  kept  clean  and  worked  well.  Last  Dec- 
ember it  became  clogged  near  the  upper  end,  and  after  tak- 
ing up  several  lengths  of  pipe,  on  account  of  the  severity 
of  the  weather,  work  upon  it  had  to  be  abandoned. 

In  considering  the  question  of  drainage  from  that 
section  the  fact  that  there  are  two  separate  and  distinct 
systems  should  ever  be  kept  in  mind  ;  the  natural  drainage 
through  the  brook,  and  the  artificial  through  the  sewer, 
which  has  never,  and  cannot,  as  now  constructed,  take 
any  of  the  surface  water  from  the  meadow.  In  relation  to 
the  brook  we  might  say  that  at  the  time  of  the  fire  at  the 
tannery  such  a  large  amount  of  water  was  used  that  it 
washed  a  great  amount  of  tan  into  the  brook  and  caused 
the  water  to  flow  back  under  the  railroad  culvert  to  the 
damage  of  the  property  of  Merrill  Bros.    After  a  thorough 
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investigation  of  the  brook  bed  under  the  highway  and 
finding  it  as  low  as  it  had  been  for  years  we  concluded  it 
was  a  case  that  the  town  had  nothing  to  do  with,  but  we 
recommended  that  the  tan  be  removed,  which  was  done, 
and  immediately  the  conditions  at  Merrill  Bros,  improved. 

In  considering  this  matter  we  are  convinced  that  two, 
and  perhaps  three,  mistakes  have  been  made  in  connec- 
tion with  it,  the  first  was  in  putting  in  so  small  a  pipe  and 
the  second  was  in  not  assessing  the  entire  cost  of  the 
sewer  upon  the  tannery  property,  as  it  was  constructed  for 
their  sole  benefit,  and  thirdly,  is  it  not  a  mistake  to  allow 
such  offensive  matter  as  comes  from  such  a  business  to  be 
empted  into  our  little  river  to  saturate  and  pollute  the 
water  that  flows  through  our  village? 

What  should  be  done  in  the  premises  is  for  the  com- 
bined wisdom  of  the  town  to  decide.  If  a  fifteen-inch 
sewer  was  constructed  with  at  least  four  manholes  for  in- 
spection and  use  in  cleaning  it  out,  it  would  undoubtedly 
take  care  of  the  tannery  drainage,  but  there  is  a  possibil- 
ity amounting  almost  to  probability  that  the  state  board 
of  health  would  order  that  the  running  of  such  matter  into 
the  river  be  stopped,  which  they  undoubtedly  could  do  if 
they  considered  the  public  health  imperiled.  Wisdom 
would  seem  to  indicate  that  they  be  consulted  before  any 
large  outlay  is  made. 

Probably  an  expenditure  of  twenty-five  or  fifty  dol- 
lars upon  the  old  sewer  and  a  careful  attention  to  what 
was  run  into  it  would  render  it  as  useful  as  it  ever  was, 

TAXATION. 

The  assessing  of  a  tax  upon  private  property,  both 
real  and  personal,  for  the  raising  of  a  revenue  for  munici- 
pal uses  is  a  proceeding  requiring  the  greatest  wisdom  and 
should  be  done  in  a  thoroughly  impartial  manner,  but  so 
long  as  valuations  are  based  upon  human  judgment  differ- 
ences of  opinion  will  exist. 

Chapter  58,  section  i,  provides  that  "the  selectmen 
shall  appraise  all  taxable  property  at  its  full  and  true 
value  in  money  as  they  would  appraise  the  same  in 
payment  of  a  just  debt  due  from  a  solvent  debtor." 

Section  6  provides  the  oath  they  must  subscribe  to 
that  they  have  done  what  is  required  in  section  i. 

Section  7  says,  "The  assessors  and  selectmen  shall,  in 
the  month  of  April  in  each  year,  examine  all  the  real  es- 
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tate  in  their  respective  cities  and  towns,  shall  reappraise 
all  such  real  estate  as  has  changed  in  value  in  the  year 
next  preceding  and  shall  correct  all  errors  that  they  find 
in  the  existing  appraisal." 

Under  the  law  of  1874  a  revaluation  was  to  be  made 
every  four  years  but  in  1876  the  present  law  was  enacted. 

In  a  town  of  the  size  of  ours,  of  course,  it  is  an  im 
possibility  to  go  over  and  examine  every  piece  of  real 
estate  and  complete  the  assessment  in  one  month,  but 
many  changes  are  made  in  the  valuations  each  year  as  the 
judgment  of  the  assessor  may  indicate. 

For  several  years  our  tax  rate  has  been  high,  but 
with  the  state  and  county  taxes  decreased  nearly  $2,700 
over  last  year  and  an  added  source  of  income,  and  a  care- 
ful expenditure  of  the  public  money  we  feel  that  there  can 
be  a  substantial  reduction  in  the  rate. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  consider  the  tax  rate  and  ex- 
penditures of  ten  years  ago  with  that  of  last  year. 

In  1893  our  valuation  was  $1,764,982  and  the  tax  rate 
$1.70,  and  the  larger  expenditures  were  as  follows:

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Highway  Agent's  Report. 


I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  as  highway 
agent  for  the  year  1903. 

In  addition  to  the  general  care  of  highways,  sidewalks, 
bridges  and  sewers,  I  have  macademized  2926  square  yards 
on  South  street.  This  street  has  always  been  in  a  bad 
condition.  On  account  of  the  grade  of  the  street  and 
material,  fully  as  much  of  the  old  road  was  removed  as  was 
replaced  by  the  crushed  stone.  Two  knolls  were  also  taken 
down,  the  material  being  used  for  grading  between  the 
Fitchburg  and  Boston  and  Maine  crossings.  This  is  now 
within  about  ten  inches  of  grade,  that  space  being  left  for 
crushed  stone  at  some  future  time.  The  fill  made  was  to 
a  depth  of  about  four  feet  in  the  center.  The  grade  ^n 
South  street  was  the  best  that  could  be  obtained  without 
damage  to  abutters.  The  lawn  at  Mrs.  Blanchard's  has 
been  filled  with  street  cleanings,  ashes,  etc.,  the  grade  leav- 
ing it  some  feet  below  the  street.  This  really  has  been  no 
expense  to  the  town.  Some  grading  was  also  done  at  Mrs. 
Hatch's  residence  in  the  same  way.  The  curbing  on  the 
west  side  of  the  street  was  not  disturbed,  but  on  the  east 
side  was  reset  and  concreted  th'e  entire  length,  a  crushed 
stone  foundation  being  put  under  3-inch  concrete.  That 
portion  of  South  street  '  south  of  the  Fitchburg  railroad 
should  be  put  in  repair,  as  it  is  almost  impassable  in  mud 
time. 

The  straightening  of  the  highway  on  Federal  hill  and  re- 
mainder of  the  wall  has  been  completed  and  is  a  great 
improvement  in  drifting  periods  in  winter.    The  straight- 
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ning  and  wall  near  the  residence  of  Clarence  Trow  have 
also  been  completed.  The  culvert  on  West  street,  com- 
menced two  years  ago,  has  been  extended  about  300  feet, 
leaving  the  width  of  Knight  street  unfinished.  The  culvert 
is  3  1-2  X  3  feet  and  is  substantially  paved  on  the  bottom,  on 
account  of  the  sandy  soil.  In  heavy  rains  this  culvert 
carries  water  over  three  fourths  its  size.  No  sewer  in  town 
is  of  sufificient  size  to  carry  this  amount  of  water,  and  as 
conditions  are,  it  will  have  to  be  taken  to  the  river  in  this 
way. 

The  concrete  about  town  being  in  a  very  bad  condition, 
a  large  amount  was  laid  out  in  this  direction  the  past  year. 
Considerable  curbing  has  also  been  reset.  The  contract 
for  concrete  was  given  to  Deware  and  Jordan  at  50c  per 
square  yard  for  new  work,  and  30c  for  skim  coat.  The 
gap  in  the  concrete  on  Nashua  street,  near  McLane's 
mills  has  been  closed,  one  half  the  expense  being  met  by 
Mr.  McLane. 

The  old  well  has  been  filled  up  and  the  stone  trough  re- 
moved to  the  Brookline  road  where  it  will  be  set  up.  This 
has  made  a  great  improvement  in  this  section.  The  walk 
from  the  Hillsborough  mills  to  the  Wilton  line  is  worn  out 
and  should  be  relaid  on  a  better  foundation. 

The  crusher,  purchased  by  the  town,  worked  to  entire 
satisfaction,  the  entire  amount  of  waste  granite  at  the  Mil- 
ford  Granite  company  and  Murphy  Bros.'  plants  being 
utilized.  The  roller  used  the  past  year  was  leased  from  the 
city  of  Manchester. 

Tlje  drainage  in  the  vicinity  of  the  old  fair  grounds  needs 
attention,  there  being  no  way  of  disposing  of  surface  water 
in  this  section.

School  Board. 
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Report  of  the  Board  of  Education* 


The  School  Board  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  public  schools  of  Milford  for  the  year 
ending  February  15,  1904. 

In  reviewing  the  progress  of  the  schools  for  the 
past  year,  we  can  best  feel  gratified  with  the  advance 
which  they  have  made  and  the  satisfactory  condition  in 
which  they  are  at  the  present  time.  The  strong  schools 
have  in  no  respect  receded  and  the  others  have  had 
most  of  their  weak  points  eliminated. 

Our  graded  schools  have  been  more  than  full;  and 
notwithstanding  we  have  an  extra  school  for  scholars 
that  cannot  be  accommodated  in  the  regular  grades,  an 
assistant  has  been  neccessary  in  three  of  the  grades  and 
will  be  required  the  following  year.  In  the  spring 
term  an  assistant  had  to  be  employed  in  the  West 
Primary,  and  in  the  fall  and  winter  terms  an  assistant 
in  the  fourth  graded  A  small  increase  in  the  school 
population  will  necessitate  another  school.  At  the  be- 
ginning of  the  school  year  some  two  dozen  new  seats 
were  placed  in  different  grades  to  accommedate  the  in- 
crease in  number  of  pupils,  so  that  now  every  available 
space  is  occupied  in  all  the  grades. 

Eminently  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made, 
the  past  two  terms,  in  music  and  drawing.  All  the 
scho  ols  in  town  have  these  branches  as  a  part  of  their 
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regular  work,  and  under  tlie  present  efficient  instruc- 
tion the  results  obtained  aie  veiy  gratifying.  The 
scholars  take  hold  of  this  work  in  a  way  that  shows 
deep  interest.  In  drawing,  although  it  has  been  in  our 
schoolsbut  a  shorttirae,  the  pupils  have  developed  quite 
a  talent,  some  of  them  do  praiseworthy  original  woik. 
A  scholar  going  through  all  the  grades  cannot  fail  to 
derive  much  pi actical  benefit  from  this  branch  of  study. 

As  the  teacher  is,  so  is  the  school.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  having  a  very  competent  corps  of  teachers, 
wno  have  an  exalted  idea  of  the  importance  of  their 
mission;  who  have  a  high  conception  of  their  responsi- 
bilities; are  up  wi'h  the  times  in  their  methods^ 
and  are  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective 
duties. 

The  high  school  has  maintained  its  high  degree  of 
excellence  and  steadily  advanced  under  the  care  of  the 
present  excellent  teachers.  Those  who  desire  to  can 
obtain  a  thorough  preparation  that  will  enable  them  to 
enter  any  college.  The  curriculum  of  the  high  school 
can  be  found  on  another  page  of  this  report. 

We  have  noticed  that  quite  a  number  of  children 
think  that  when  they  have  completed  the  ninth  grade 
their  education  is  finished,  and  do  not  seek  the  highly 
desirable  influence  of  the  high  school  course.  This  is 
caused  in  some  cases  by  a  feeling  that  the  higher  grades 
require  a  greater  mind  development.'  This  is  an  error. 
We  know  of  no  magic  by  the  means  of  v^^hich  a  boy  or 
gill  mounts  into  a  superior  mental  state  between  June 
of  the  grammar  grade  and  September  of  the  high  giade. 
This  gap  between,  the  grammar  and  high  schools,  which 
causes  not  a  few  pupils  to  drop  out,  can  be  remedied  by 
bringing  the  high  and  grammar  schools,  and  the  teachers 
of  said  schools,  into  close  delation.  • 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

The  requirements  for  admission  to  the  high  school 
are  a  certificate  of  promotion  from  the  ninth  grade  or 
the  successful  passing  of  an  examination. 

Candidates  must  offer  the  following  subjects  : 
Arithmetic, 

Book-keeping  by  single  entry, 

History  of  the  United  States, 

Physiology, 

Geography, 

E  n glish  .langu age, 

Writing. 

The  examination  in  English  will  include  grammar, 
spelling,  and  the  reading  of  standard  P^nglish  literature. 
An  acquaintance  with  music  and  drawing  as  conducted 
in  the  grammar  grades  is  recommended,  in  order  that 
these  studies  may  be  successfully  prosecuted  in  course. 

In  the  matter  of  repairs,  we  have  had  the  usual 
amount  of  numerous  small  items  and  a  number  of  larger 
ones  that  were  not  anticipated.  During  the  summer  va- 
cation, at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Health,  the  No. 
9"  building  was  connected  with  the  public  sewer.  The 
plumbing  of  this  work  was  done  in  such  a  manner  that, 
should  it  be  thought  advisable  at  some  future  time  to 
change  the  method  of  heating  this  building,  no  change 
will  be  required  in  regard  to  the  sewer  pipes.  The  "Old 
Brick"  school  house  had  to  be  shingled.  The  "No.  9" 
building  received  some  minor  repairs  on  the  inside.  On 
investigation  it  was  found  that  the  Pine  Valley  school 
building  needed  some  repairing,  which  was  attended  to. 

Every  school  in  town  has  been  supplied  with  an 
United  States  flag  and  flag  pole. 

The  following  year  two  or  three  of  the  buildings 
ought  to  be  painted ;  the  Shedd  school  needs  considera- 
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ble  repairing,  and  "No.  9"  needs  to  have  a  thorough 
overhauling. 

The  Girls  Friendly  Aid  Society  of  Boston,  Mass., 
has  presented  the  Federal  Hill  school  a  fine  collection  of 
books,  numbering  about  250  volumes. 

Wle  feel  to  express  our  hearty  appreciation  of  the 
able  work  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  and  the  cordial 
backing  of  an  intelligent  public.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR    OF  MUSIC 
AND  DRAWING. 


To  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Board  : 

Before  beginning  my  report  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  music  and  drawing,  I  wish  to  thank  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board  for  the  interest  they  have  man- 
ifested in  this  department  of  school  work,  and  their 
willingness  to  supply  necessary  material  for  the  various 
classes. 

I  desire  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  as- 
sistance rendered  by  the  grade  teachers. 

The  "Normal  Music  Course,'*  published  by  Silver, 
Burdett  &  Co.,  has  been  the  one  used  since  music  was 
introduced  into  the  Milford  schools,  and  has  proved  it- 
self to  be  a  course  well  adapted  to  public  school  work. 
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There  are  three  books  used  in  the  normal  course, 
the  First,  Second  and  Third  Music  Readers,  and  for  the 
lower  grades  there  are  charts. 

We  have  used  in  all  of  the  grades  except  the  first 
the  exercise  cards  as  arranged  by  S.  W.  Cole.  These 
cards  select  from  the  music  readers  the  exercises  and 
songs  adapted  to  each  grade. 

The  children  in  the  primary  grades  are  taught  the 
time  signature  notes,  rests,  staff,  single  and  double  bar, 
and  to  read  and  sing  music  in  the  various  keys.  The 
First  Reader  is  used  in  the  second  and  third  grades, 
and  in  the  third  grade  two  part  music  is  introduced. 

The  intermediate  grades  use  the  Second  Reader, 
which  introduces  exercises  in  chromatic  and  minor 
scales  and  three  part  music. 

The  gramraar  grades  complete  the  Second  and  Third 
Readers,  and  in  the  ninth  grade  much  time  is  spent  in 
the  learning  of  "octavo"  music. 

In  the  high  school  we  have  studied  ''coda"  and 
"octavo"  music  entirely. 

I  have  given  one  music  lesson  a  week  to  each  grade 
and  to  the  Laurel  school  and  to  the  high  school. 

In  drawing  we  have  used  the  outline  for  this  study 
as  prepared  by  the  ^'Educational  Council"  of  New 
Hampshire.  This  has  been  modified  somewhat,  as  draw, 
ing  has  so  recently  been  introduced  into  our  schools. 

During  the  fall  term  we  spent  most  of  the  time  in 
nature  drawing,  in  the  primary  schools  using  the  col- 
ored pencils  and  in  the  higher  grades  the  di awing  pen. 
cil  and  water  color. 

Some  very  effective  work  was  done  in  black  and 
white.  We  have  drawn  flowers,  leaves,  fruit  and  vege- 
tables, singly  and  in  groups. 
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Some  time  was  spent  in  color  harmony  and  in  wash" 
es  of  the  standard  colors,  with  their  shades,  tints  and 
hues. 

In  the  ninth  grade  the  pupils  drew  simple  land- 
scapes, painting  them  in  black  and  gray. 

Thanksgiving  souvenirs  were  designed  by  the 
different  grades. 

During  the  month  of  December  several  lessons  were 
given  to  the  designing  and  coloring  of  Christmas  cards, 
blotters  and  calendars. 

In  the  eighth  grade  the  pupils  designed  invitations 
to  the  Christmas  exercises  of  the  school,  and  in  the 
ninth  covers  for  Christmas  programs  were  designed  and 
colored. 

This  winter  term  the  primary  and  intermediate 
grades  have  been  drawing  simple  objects  and  learning 
to  use  the  ruler  in  accurate  measurement.  They  have 
had  also  some  work  in  simple  design. 

In  the  grammar  grades  we  have  been  studying  the 
grouping  of  objects  and  the  foreshortening  of  the  circle 
and  rectangle.  We  have  also  designed  rugs,  borders, 
titles  and  dimities. 

Throughout  the  grades  we  have  taught  the  print- 
ing of  the  alphabet  in  small  and  capital  letters.  From 
each  lesson  the  best  drawings  are  selected  and  hung  in 
the  school  room  as  an  incentive  to  good  work. 

I  have  given  ty^  o  drawing  lessons  a  week  in  each 
grade,  one  in  the  Laurel  school,  and  have  had  two 
classes  in  the  high  school.  Once  a  month  I  have  given 
drawing  and  music  lessons  in  the  district  schools. 

The  work  in  drawing  should  not  simply  train  the 
hand  to  express  what  the  eye  can  see,  but  should  open 
the  eyes  to  new  beauties  in  art  and  nature.  . 
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The  drawings  in  this  report  are  from  originals  made 
by  ninth  grade  pupils.

In  the  last  annual  report,  published  a  year  ago  at  this 
time,  the  trustees  said  that  the  circulation  of  the  library 
for  the  twelve  months  proceeding,  had  been  larger  by 
nearly  two  thousand  volumes  than  ever  before  in  the 
history  of  the  institution.  It  was  hardly  to  be  expected 
that  such  a  large  circulation  would  be  maintained.  It  is 
therefore,  with  some  surprise  and  much  gratification 
that  we  can  at  this  time  report  another  increase. 

If  the  success  of  a  library  is  measured  by  the  use  it  is 
accorded  by  the  citizens,  we  can  report  the  most  success- 
ful year  since  the  library  was  established,  for  our  circu- 
lation reached  the  aggregate  number  of  21,274  volumes.

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The  very  large  increase  of  the  past  few  years  has  been 
about  evenly  divided  among  the  different  classes  of 
books,  if  anything,  a  falling  off  in  the  percentage  of  fic- 
tion readers  and  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  history, 
iravel  and  reference  departments. 

The  library  now  contains  over  eight  thousand  care- 
fully selected  books,  an  increase  the  past  year  of  four 
hundred,  which  your  trustees  are  pleased  to  report  in 
fairly  good  condition,  receiving  constant  attention,  and 
requiring  much  minorrepairingat  the  hands  of  the  libra- 
rian and  her  assistants. 

The  fact  is  yearly  becoming  more  evident  to  your 
trustees  that  the  library  is  out  growing  its  present 
quarters,  ample  as  they  seemed  a  few  years  since.  At 
times  the  reading  room  is  hardly  large  enough  to  accom- 
modate those  who  desire  to  use  it,  while  the  stac^i  room 
Is  neaily  filled.  Two  more  stacks  must  be  provided 
immediately  for  the  accommodation  of  new  books. 

The  trustees  are  grateful  to  the  many  friends  of  the 
library,  who  make  it  annually  many  generous  contribu 
tions.  At  this  time  we  feel  like  especially  mentioning 
Col.  George  H.  Campbell,  who  has,  the  past  year,  given 
the  library  nearly  a  hundred  bound  volumes  of  the 
most  useful  kind. 

It  is  useless  to  make  suggestions  for  enlarging  the 
scope  of  the  library  under  the  present  conditions.  Lack 
of  room  precludes  maintaining  a  suitable  reference 
room  or  repair  room  or  children's  department. 

The  trustees  are  pleased  to  report  that  there  has  been 
no  abuse  worthy  of  mention  of  the  library  privileges  and 
that  no  books  have  been  lost. 

The  detailed  report  of  the  librarian,  also  that  of  the 
treasurer,  is  subjoined.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  WATER  COMMISSIONERS. 


To       Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Milford : 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  sub- 
mit their  report  for  the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1904,  to- 
gether with  the  financial  and  detailed  report  of  the 
treasurer  and  superintendent. 

There  have  been  no  extensions  of  mains  this  year, 
although  two  have  been  authorized  and  pipe  and  mate- 
rial bought  for  the  same,  which  are  now  on  hand.  There 
have  been  a  few  new  services  added  during  the  year. 
There  are  in  use  473  services.  Of  these  150  are  me- 
tered. Notwithstanding  it  will  be  considerable  expense 
it  looks  as  if  it  would  be  money  well  expended  to  meter 
every  service,  as  there  is  unquestionably  a  great  amount 
of  water  wasted  through  the  unmetered  services.  This 
suggests  that  there  are  several  matters  which  we  believe 
should  receive  early  consideration. 

Would  it  not  be  better  that  meters  should  be  in- 
stalled on  every  service  ? 

Should  meter  rates  be  lowered?  If  so,  to  what  ex- 
tent, and  how  would  it  affect  the  income  of  the  water 
works? 

Is  the  present  system  of  book-keeping  and  reports 
as  compleie  and  satisfactory  as  it  should  be  ? 

Is  the  present  management  of  the  water  works  by 
an  unpaid  commission  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town  ? 

As  the  proper  answering  of  these  questions  requires 
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careful  and  systematic  study,  and  the  visiting  of  similar- 
ly situated  plants,  involving  considerable  time,  labor  and 
some  expense,  we  would  recommend  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  at  the  next  town  meeting  to  take  these 
matters  up  and  give  them  careful  consideration  and  re- 
port to  the  town  at  its  next  annual  meeting. 

The  water  board  have  had  a  petition  presented  to 
them  dated  Dec.  12,  1903,  signed  by  a  large  number  of 
the  citizens,  asking  for  an  extension  of  the  main  south- 
erly from  the  present  terminus  of  Prospect  street,  Gil- 
son  hill,  to  connect  with  the  standpipe,  for  the  purpose 
of  obviating  the  water  hammer  on  said  hill. 

This  petition  has  not  been  acted  on  by  your  board 
for  one  reason,  it  was  so  late  that  nothing  could  be  done 
before  the  annual  meeting ;  second,  it  is  of  the  opmion 
of  the  water  board  that,  owing  to  the  fact  that  this  main 
would  require  an  excavation  through  a  solid  ledge  for  a 
long  distance  and  be  quite  expensive,  it  would  be  better 
to  look  for  some  other  way  to  relieve  the  difficulty. 

Under  the  present  conditions  the  water  is  pumped 
into  the  standpipe  through  the  same  pipe  that  connects 
with  the  mains.  This  is  doubtless  the  cause  of  the 
water  hammer,  and  it  is  also  a  constant  strain  on  the 
entire  system  throughout  the  town.  We  would  there- 
fore recommend  that  a  new  pipe  be  laid  from  the  pump- 
ing station  to  the  standpipe,  which  will  remedj^  both 
difficulties. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  system  is  in  fine 
condition  and  continues  to  show  a  handsome  profit  to 
the  town  each  year.  As  will  be  seen  by  the  financial 
report,  the  water  works  has  not  only  paid  the  running 
expenses,  the  interest  on  its  bonds  and  carried  the  re- 
quired amount  to  the  sinking  fund,  but  paid  over  to  the 
town  treasurer  $1,500. 

There  was  another  unusual  expense  of  |500  paid 
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for  land  bought  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT,  REGISTRAR 
AND  TREASURER. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of 
the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H. 

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  present  my  fifth  annual 
report.  I  make  the  inspection  from  house  to  house  in 
the  spring  and  fall  of  each  year.  Many  imperfect  and 
leaking  faucets  and  fixtures  are  found.  I  have  lined 
2,000  feet  of  one-inch  service  pipe  with  cement  and  348 
feet  have  been  laid,  and  50  feet  of  two-inch  wrought 
iron  pipe. 

METERS. 

Nine  new  meters  have  been  installed,  five  old  ones 
replaced  by  new  ones,  two  discontinued  and  20  re- 
paired. 

Small  leaks  at  nine  main  gates  repaired.  Leaks 
repaired  on  the  service  pipe  next  main  Garden  street. 
Union  street.  Myrtle  street.  Maple  street,  Clinton  street, 
Union  square,  eight-inch  main  on  South  street. 

HYDRANTS. 

I  make  it  a  special  point  to  have  the  hydrants  in 
good  working  order  at  all  times,  pumping  them  out  in 
the  fall  just  before  cold  weather,  so  there  will  be  no 
water  in  them  to  freeze. 

PUMPS. 

The  pumps  at  the  station  are  in  remarkable  good 


126 


working  order,  raising  on  an  average  of  110  1-2  gallons 
water  to  one  pound  of  coal  consumed,  an  increase  of 
three  over  last  year. 

A  Mason  governor  has  been  put  on  to  each  of  the 
two  pumps,  and  by  tlieir  use  a  steady  speed  is  main- 
tained. 

STANDPIPE. 

The  standpipe  was  emptied  Aug.  11,  and  was  thor- 
oughly cleaned  and  painted  inside  and  out.  During  the 
10  days  and  nights  of  its  being  out  of  service  tlie  pumps 
were  run  night  and  day.  A  pressure  of  80  pounds  was 
maintained  during  the  time.  The  standpipe  is  filled  full 
of  water  each  day  of  the  year. 

DEAD  ENDS. 

All  the  dead  ends  have  been  blown  out  more  fre- 
quently than  in  former  years,  still  there  are  some  com- 
plaints. 

ANALYSIS. 

The  water  was  analyzed  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health  at  Concord  last  August,  who  reported  as  fol- 
lows :  "This  water  is  in  very  good  condition.  H.  E. 
Barnard,  Chemist."  The  No.  3  well  has  produced  an 
abundant  supply  of  pure  water  during  this  last  year, 
and  with  an  increase  of  about  five  million  gallons  over 
last  year's  consumption,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  know 
that  it  is  still  ample  to  supply  the  demands  made  upon 
it.  When  the  standpipe  was  filled  by  running  the 
pumps  all  night,  the  wells  showed  a  good  supply  for  the 
next  day's  work,  and  the  town  should  feel  well  paid  for 
the  money  invested  in  the  new  well.  Three  services  of 
galvanized  pipe  have  been  relaid  with  cement  lined 
pipe,  and  five  new  ones  added.  No  extensions  of  mains 
have  been  made  this  last  year,  although  the  pipe  and 
lead  have  been  bought  and  paid  for  out  of  this^last 
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year's  income  for  an  extension  60  feet  of  six-inch  main 
on  Nashua  street,  and  about  500  feet  of  four-inch  main 
on  Willow  street  to  connect  Union  with  Oak  street. 

The  town  has  used  for  sprinkling  its  streets  808,- 
800  gallons  of  water,  which,  at  20  cents  per  1,000  gal- 
lons, net  the  water  works  $161.36. 

The  first  of  January,  1904,  we  had  in  our  coal  shed 
a  little  over  five  tons  of  coal,  which  had  to  be  paid  for 
out  of  1903  income.  As  required  by  the  town,  all  sur- 
plus earnings  are  turned  over  to  the  town  treasurer  the 
16th  of  February  each  year,  so  that  we  have  no  money 
to  pay  bills  until  after  our  April  collection.  One  year 
ago  we  had  but  very  little  coal  in  our  shed  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Honorable  Board  for  the  court- 
esy extended  to  me,  and  trust  that  this  year  will  be  as 
profitable  as  the  one  just  passed.

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Report  of  Board  of  Health 


The  year  just  closed  lias  been  one  of  care  and  anxi- 
ety to  the  board,  for  in  addition  to  the  duties  usually 
devolving  upon  us,  we  have  had  an  epidemic  of  diph- 
theria to  contend  with.  The  first  case  was  reported 
May  9,  and  from  then  until  the  rniddle  of  January  we 
were  not  without  cases.  In  all  55  cases  were  reported, 
and  we  have  reason  to  believe  that  a  few  mild  cases 
were  never  called  to  our  attention.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  this  cause  was  five.  We  attribute  the  low 
death  rate  to  the  fact  that  we  strongly  recommended 
the  prompt  and  liberal  use  of  antitoxin.  The  largest 
number  of  infected  houses  at  any  one  time  was  on  May 
23,  when  there  were  seven.  Five  cases  of  measles  were 
reported  without  fatal  result.  One  case  of  typhoid  fever 
at  Pine  Valley  terminated  fatally.  Such  a  long  contin- 
ued epidemic  and  largely  in  families  that  had  to  have 
assistance  during  quarantine,  together  with  the  exces- 
sive cost  of  the  antitoxin  serum  used  in  such  cases  has 
entailed  a  large  expenditure.  Aside  from  the  above  the 
health  of  the  community  has  been  normal. 

Our  water  supply  has  continued  abundant  and  fre- 
quent analysis  by  the  state  laboratory  of  hygeine  has 
always  shown  it  to  be  good.  A  large  number  of  our 
dwellings  are  connected  with  the  public  sewers  and  are 
enjoying  the  benefits  of  good  drainage. 

We  believe  that  theoretically  no  sewage  should  be 
allowed  to  enter  our  ponds  or  river  within  the  limits  of 
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the  village,  but  in  practical  operation  with  the  water  in 
the  river  being  changed  every  night  but  small  if  any 
injury  has  come  from  any  contamination  of  the  water 
from  this  source,  but  with  the  increase  of  population 
and  sewage  the  demand  for  the  removal  of  thh  outlet 
of  the  main  sewer  from  its  present  terminus  to  a  point 
further  down  the  stream  will  have  to  be  given  serious 
attention. 

The  rapid  growth  of  population  near  East  Milford 
and  the  lack  of  natural  drainage  for  the  surface  water 
require  that  a  system  of  sewers  for  that  locality  should 
be  devised.  A  main  sewer  from  Caldarara's  store  to  the 
river  would  satisfy  present  requirements.

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Report  of 
Committee  on  Stone  Crushing  Plant 


The  comiDittee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  meet 
ing  to  consider  the  question  of  the  advisability  of  the 
town's  owning  a  stone  crushing  plant,  met  immediately 
and  after  consideration  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that 
for  the  proper  construction  of  better  highways,  the  nec- 
essary machinery  must  be  secured,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  what  was  being  done  and  how,  in  other  places, 
we  visited  Marlborough  and  Winchester  in  Massachu- 
setts, and  Franklin  and  Tiiton  in  New  Hamp.shire,  and 
in  each  place  we  were  very  courteously  treated  by  the 
officials  having  the  highways  in  charge,  who  gave  us  all 
the  desired  information,  and  we  rode  over  their  macadam 
roads,  that  in  Marlborough  being  a  "state  road." 

When  we  came  to  consider  the  make  of  stone 
crusher  we  would  buy,  we  confined  our  choice  to  two, 
which  we  had  carefully  inspected  in  operation,  viz : 
"The  Champion"  and  "Tne  Climax."  Each  of  these 
machines  had  several  good  points  not  possessed  by  the 
other,  but  each  would  probably  do  effective  work  in 
crushing  our  stone,  and  as  the  cost  to  the  town  would  be 
about  the  same  with  either,  we  considered  the  fact  that 
the  Climax  was  already  here  and  set  up,  of  some  impor- 
tance, and  so  we  purchased  it  together  with  the  screens, 
two  one-horse  carts  and  harnesses. 

We  purchased  a  shaft,  clutch  and  pulley,  with  the 
necessary  hangers,  to  take  the  place  of  those  owned  by 
Merrill  Bros.,  which  had  been  borrowed  for  use  the  pre- 
ceeding  year  by  Mr.  Black,  and  we  are  informed  by  the 
highway  agent  that  the  whole  outfit  has  worked  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.
